In the report of the Attorney General, made on 
22 Septenber 191.9 to the Judicial Conference of the United 
States, Mr. Notrath directed the conferenee's attention to the 
problem of discloswrs of natlonal security documents or informetion 
during the courge of criminal trials. He also discusae! the 
probles of cases where the information is such that it cannot 
be disclesed even to the court, the attorneys or the jury, 
ané cases of thia type where the Departuont of Justices hag beon 
compelled to refrain from presesuting the offenders because af 
security ioplications. The Attorney General stated that the 
problet was important not only to the Department of Justice, 
but also the Departmonts of State and Defense and the AN, 
among others, He further stated that betause of this Government 
wide interast the problem haa been brought to the attention of 
the Interdepartiental Comnittes on Internal Security, operating 
under the Fational Security Council, 


Aa no agency may be more vitally affected by these 
problems than the CIA, it would appear that we should be represented
